And Arnold wrote 
Stimson a letter which nearly raised the 
roof of the W a r Department. Ho pointed 
out that there was no use fighting Hitler 
if I*. S. industry was goin g to practice the 
sam e kind of monopolistic, cut-throat tac­ 
tics as Nazi business. 
Temporarily, however, the W a r Depart­ 
ment won o u t. The 
Justice 
Department 
finally agreed to hold up prosecution of 
certain cases, am ong th em General Elec­ 
tric's monopoly of florescent lamps, on tho 
g ro u n d that General Electric officials were 
so busy with war production they did not 
have time to appear in court. 
— T H EY FOUND TIME— 
But suddenly T h u rm a n Arnold learned 
that although General 
Electric did 
not 
have time to he prosecuted, they did have 
time to prosecute on their own another 
company, Hieh Grade Sylvania, for alleged 
violation of G. E . ’s monopoly of florescent 
lighting. 
So Arnold stepped 
Into 
this 
private 
legal battle and asked that the govern­ 
ment be m a d e a party to the suit. The ef­ 
fect of this w a s to contend th a t General 
Electric had no right to Its patent mono­ 
poly, and that High G rade Sylania was en ­ 
titled to m a n u fa ctu re florescent lamps. 
Arnold also told General Electric that 
he intended to indict th em every month. 
Next day, Arnold trot a phone call from 
the W a r Department. 
“ We w ithdrew our abjection to 
p r e . s e - 
eiiting General Electric,” was the order. 
General Electric had derided 
that 
it 
was better to face one government suit 
th an to have the government intervene in 
its private stilts. So It told its friend, the 
W a r Department, to th ro w in the sponge.
